(Rinehart had entered the dates and davs of 
the week until the eud of the month. but the last 
entry Was that of April ¥%.) 
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he was much mystified by the ailment, and could not 
define it or administer treatment for it. He was un- 
able to walk to the trading post, 200 miles away, and 
feared, if he tried, to fall prey to the bands of wolves 
which were following the great herds of caribou. 

But he made a heroic struggle to survive the bitter 
winter which was coming on. While he still had 
strength to do so, he dragged half of his supplies into 
the hut, cut many cords of firewood and piled it in all 
the available space in the cabin, against the time when 
he might be forced to bed. Thus, in the midst of the 
blizzards, darkness and murderous coid of winter in the 
northern wastes, the solitary man, fighting against 
disease and elements both, contrived to keep the lamp 
of life fickering. 

January came, and found Rinehart scarcely able to 
feed himself and keep the fire alive. But he etruggled 
through the month, and likewise February and March. 
At the beginning of April he gave himself up for lost; 
it was evident that no one would come to his aid, and 
that he must perish. He had been informed that he 
would see plenty of Indians, who, if he fell sick or 
were injured, would care for him and take him out 
of the wilderness. But since Aug. 22, 1919, he had 
not seen a human face. It was now that the dying man 
set about writing his last messages to his fellow 
beings. 

First, he wrote a letter, dated “April, 1920,” to the 
relative who had failed him; and in this missive Rine- 
hart could not help letting his bitterness creep forth. 

“For your special benefit,” he wrote, “I shall ex- 
plain the situation in which I find myself at the 
present time. Having corresponded with you whil 
overseas, and your apparent one desire being to see 
this north country, why, of course, I made the fool- 
ish promise to come north upon your return. 
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“A. O. RINEHART 

Directions for mailing this letter were found in 
note in a biscuit tin, which hung down from the raft 
ers of the shack, directly in front of the door, on the 
ineide it was also dated “April, 1920,’ and read as 
follows:

6¢ HAT is the longest possible period of 
W anne of absolute withdrawal of 


food?” asks the Journal of the American 

Medical Association, and proceeds to an- 
swer substantially as follows: Many persons. are 
kno'yn to have lived without food for periods as long 
as 00 days without permanent detriment. In his elab- 
Orate monograph on inanition, Benedict emphasized 
the importance of distinguishing between complete ab- 
stinence from both food and water, and abstinence 
from food alone. 

Experiments have shown that life cannot be sus- 
tained for anv considerable period when both food 
and drink are withheld. Dovs have gone without food 
for 117 days, one tndividual exhibiting a loss of 63 
per cent in weight The “professional” fasters have 
frequently fasted more than 30 days under conditions 
of strictest scientific control, the latest carefully in- 
vestigated “subject” being Levanzin, whose perforim- 
ance was under the supervision of the Poston Nutri- 
tion Laboratory of the Carnegie Institution of Wash- 
ington. In 31 days his bodv weight decreased from 
132 pounds to 1031-2 pounds. This affords an illus- 
tration of the extent of tissue loss which an adult may 
experience without restitution in the course of a 
month and without untoward outcome. 

There are on record many authentic cases of per- 
sons who have been deprived of food (but not of drink- 
ing water) for 25 days, owing to accidents by which 
they have been imprisoned or otherwise prevented 
from securing nutriment. Physicians are familiar 
with the refusal of insane persons to take food or 
drink, and Desportes has described a patient who 
lived two months, consuming only a little water. Pro- 
longed _ fasting has often been hailed as a religious rite 
In addition to al) these “categories” of starvation be- 
long the instances of fasting in hynotie sleep. 
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kept bawling her Sut but she al- 
ways told him she couldn't re- 
member to put on her slippers.

Almost all cases of prolonged fasting indicate a 
tendency, before the lapse of many days, to avoid 
muscular effort. In general. the published accounts 
indicate a noticeable falling off in strength as the 
fasts progress. The metabolism reaches a relatively 
low plane, indicated not only in the decreased energy 
exchange, but also in the low pulse rate. It is not un- 
common for the latter to drop below 50 beats a min- 
ute when suitable opportunity for complete rest is af- 
forded. 

There are also certain purely chemical changes 
which prove that the metabolism or assimilation of 
foreign material into the cells and removal of waste 
matter from them is proceeding abnormally, having 
become largely a matter of the breakdown of pro- 
teins and fats. 


In the popular mind, Carlson writes, prolonged 
Starvation is associated with great pain and distress. 
despite reliable reports to the contrary from many per- 
sons who have undertaken voluntary starvation. Such 
persons state, almost without exception, that after 
the first three or four days the sensation of hunger 
is no longer felt, or at least is not excessively painful 
or uncomfortable. 


It is now wel) recognized that the feeling of hunger 
is accompanied by vigorous contractions of the stom- 
ach, if not actually dependent on them. Carison and 
his collaborators have made careful observations on 
the continuance of these hunger contractions and 
found them to be undiminished during at least five 
days of fasting. Whether they persist a month or 
longer has never been ascertained. The sensation of 
hunger in the case of the starving physiologists was 
not lost during the first five days, though there was 
apparently some decrease in its intensity Carlson 
insists that the absence of the sensation reported by

so many fasters is due to a depression of the central 
nervous system. 

That starvation in man wil! ultimatelv jead ,to 
marked weakening and eventual absence of the sen- 
zation of hunger, owing to the depression of the cen- 
tral nervous system and asthenia of the gastric motor 
mechanism, is not dented. According to Carlson, 
however, it is inherently improbable that prolonged 
starvation in the case of healthy individuals should 
completely abolish the sensation of hunger and ap- 
petite while the organism is still in a fair state of in- 
tegrity. The complete absence of this sensation may 
be regarded as due to pathologic complications. 

As observers agree that the hunger discomfort is 
greatest during the first few days of starvation. ac- 
counts of intense suffering from mere‘fasting where 
water is available must be arcepted with reserve. 
Extreme emotion may, of course, alter the aspect of 
bodily sensations. “Voluntary starvation,” says Car!- 
son, “is in no sense a heroic act.”

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City Art Museum Secures Cabinet: Which Conjures up

2omarkable specimen of intri-

HE City Art Museum has re- 
cently acquired, through the 
generosity of an anonymous 
donor, an ebony cabinet of 
French workmanship, of the 
period of Louis XIII (1610- 
1643), whose reign was made 
notable by the accomplishments of his 
ehief Minister, Cardinal Richelieu. The 
cabinet is of tmposing proportions, being 
7 feet 5 inches high by 6 feet 6 inches wide; 
and practically the entire surface is richly 
earved, both on the interior and the ex- 
terior. The piece was formerly in the fa- 
mous Chabriere-Arles collection in Paris. 
It was exhibited by M. Charbriere-Arles at 
the Exposition Retrospective de Lyon in 
1877, and is illustrated in Giraud’s volume 
dealing with the exposition. 

As a memorial of the artistic taste and 
the customs of the turbulent period when 
France was composing her religious dis- 
sensions and assuming a leading place 
among European nations under the able 
direction of Richelfeu, the cabinet fs a 
most valuable addition to the museum's col- 
lection. The use of somber-hued ebony 
wood, unrelieved by a single touch of color, 
was one of the whimsical tastes of the time. 
Though furniture constructed entirely of 
this hard, close-grained tropical wood was 
first made in Flanders, its employment in 
France became very popular during the 
first half of the seventeenth century. 
France had been passing through a dark 
and depressing pericd of religious wars, 
which reached a climax in the bloody mas- 
gacre of St. Bartholomew's Day (1572): 
and certain writers profess to see in the 
use of ebony wood, with its funereal color, 
another manifestation of the morbid style 
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of the time, which caused death’s heads and 
other devices usually associated with death 
to become popular decorative motives. 

The cabinet presented to the museum is 


of the conventiona! form, consisting of a 
stand of architectural design, upon which 
is placed a chest, opening at the front with 
two folding doors and containing numerous clev- 
erly concealed secret drawers and compartments, 
echoes of the uncertainties and hazards of property 
rights in France 300 years ago. 

The stand or underbase consists of a foundation 
borne on six very flattened balis, above which rise 
three pairs of carytids in the form of termina! figures, 
supporting on their heads an ornamented frieze. This 
frieze appears to be only a band decorated with con- 
veniently arranged branches and grimacing masks. It 
is only after the closest scrutiny that one discovers 
that these decorations really mask the fronts of five 
concealed drawers which can be opened from beneath 
by inserting the hand through the large arched open- 
ings in the hbage. 

The front of the body of the cabinet is inclosed by 
two large folding doors, in the centers of which are 
carved compositions dealing with events in classical 
mythology. That upon the right presents the exposure 
of the nymph Callisto before Diana, as described in 
Book II of-the Metamorphosis of Ovid. This was a 
stock subjest with artists of the sixteenth and seven- 
teenth centuries, the version given upon the cabinet 
being almost an exact reproduction of one of the com- 
positions of Titian. The subject of the medallion 
upon the left door has not been positively determined. 
Flanking these two mythological compositions are 
winged females, whose gracefully disposed bodies ter- 
minate in foliated scrolls. 

The middle of the lower part of each door is occu- 
pied by a cluster of fruits and the corners are decorated 
with eupids and goats engaged in mimic Bacchic rev- 
eis. Ahove the large central medallion, each door is 
ornamen: i by a cupid carrying a basket otf flowers; 
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Ebony cabinet of the period of Louis XIII now in 


two others frolic on each side among leafy scrolis. The 
upper frieze, supporting a cornice of prejecting mold- 
ings, is carved with conventionally arranged branches 
among which cupids disport. This type of decoration 
was introduced into French art during the reign of 
Louis XIII and typical examples of its use for friezes, 
in an arrangement similar to that upon the museum's 
cabinet, may be seen in the Palace of Fontainebleau 
and in the chamber of Marie de Medici in the Luxrem- 
bourg Palace. 

The interior of the cabinet is elaborate and inter- 
esting in construction. When the two outer doors are 
opened, a second pair of smaller doors is disclosed, 
each decorated with a carved figure. Flanking these 
inner doors are numerous drawers having carved 
fronts framed in engine-turned molding like that upon 
the cornice.. Gilded brass ornaments are freely used 
to enrich the carving of the interior. Tle opening of 
the inner doors reveals the interior of a miniature 
temple, executed in marqueterie “i different colors. 
The center of the temple is occnpiei LY a smal! statuette 
of a boy and a girl, carved fron. ivory On either side 
are cleverly arranged mirrors which give the illusion 
of corridors extending indefinitely to the right and 
left. In this way the mirrors serve to mask in a most 
deceptive fashion a whole series of secret compart- 
ments, wherein, no doubt, the original owner was wont 
to conceal his jewels and money in the daya when Hu- 
guenot and Catholic ea h regarded the goods of the 
other as legitimate spoil. 

The carved decorations with which the cabinet is so 
lavishly ornamented throughout are executed with ex- 
treme care and the surface of the hard, close-grained 
ébony wood is everywhere highly polished. This fin-

ished technique and the deep black tone of the wood 
give the piece an effect of remarkable richness. This 
extreme richness would make the cabinet appear alto- 
gether out of place in the average well-furnished room 
of the present day; but in the seventeenth century in- 
teriors were decorated in a far more sumptuous style, 
and with a setting of elaborate carvings agd brilliant 
tapestries, the effect was quite different. 

The process of carving in ebony was taught to the 
French by the furniture makers of Hollarfd. Care- 
fully chosen workmen were gent to that country by 
Henry IV (1569-14619) to study the process of carving 
ebony and upen their return were given quarters in 
the Louvre and called menuisiers en ebene, the origin 
of the term ebenistes, now applied to makers of furni- 
ture .. general. 

The museum's cabinet belongs to a transitional peri- 
od in French decorative art, when the robust designs 
current in the sixteenth century were becoming more 
refined and a finish and elegance was being intro- 
duced which was soon to result in the atyle to which 
Louis XIV has given his name. These changes are 
very well illustrated in the cabinet. The human forms 
introduced into the design—the caryatids, cupids and 
nymphs—have little of the robust virility which 
marked the grotesque satyrs and fauns upon the pieces 
designed by Sambin and Du Cerceau during the preced- 
ing century. The aim of the carvers of the period was 
to please by suave contours and graceful drawing 
rather than by strength or vigor. 

The name of the donor who generously presented 
this important example of early furniture to the St. 
Louis Museum is withheld at his own request, this 
being the only condition attached to the gift. 
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
